Eight 
bombers were. lost in Wednes- 
day’. raid by U.S. bombers on the

The attack on Leipzig, un 
bombed since its sixth raid of 
the war Nov. 23, 1940, came while 
the Germany sent a minor force 
of bombers over England to give 
London its fifth successive night 
alert and kill six persons with a 
handful of scattered bombs. 

Leipzig, Germany's sixth indus- 
trial city, is situated 100 miles 
southwest of Berlin and almost 
on the Czechoslovak border. It 
jhas one of the world’s largest 
j railroad terminals. 


Canadians Meet 
| Adverse Weather 


Members of the R.C.A.F. Thun

Leipzig's big railroad yards is 
one of the prime junctions for 
traffic to the Nazis’ dire-pressed 
Russian front.

N THIS ANNIVERSARY -OF THE 

Battle of Trafalgar, every British tar, no 
matter where he may be, is mourning the 
passing of Admiral of the Fleet Sir Dudley 
Pound—rightly known as the “father” of 
Britain's present strategy of aggressive 
action. For half a century the sea had been 
his home and his numerous decorations bear 
witness to his brilliant service. He was a 
realist af the school to which Mr, Churchill 
belongs. Back in 1933, the year of Hitler's 
rise to power, he cried loudly for more 
battleships for the Royal Navy; for the 


“most part his demands and warnings fell 


on deaf ears. Nor did the early '30's appear 
to be. the most propitious time to call for 
new expenditures on fighting ships. But the 
record shows how justified were his premo- 
nitions; he bluntly exclaimed on one occa- 
sion: “There is going to be a hell of a 
fight in the next two or three years 
whether we build them or whether we don't; 
we have got to build them.”

health. obliged Sir Dudley Pound to retire 
from his important post as First Sea Lord 
of the Admiralty. Happily for the navy, 
and for the Allied cause as well, one so 
able and distinguished as Admiral of the 


Fieet Sir Andrew Browne Cunningham was | 


available and eminently-qualified to fill the 
gap. Both he and the gallant sailor whose 
memory is being honored far and wide today 
shared the same philosophy. As he took 
to his bed after returning from the mem-

We Must Be Daring 


ST BANKERS HAVE EARNED THE 

reputation for caution in a superlative 
degree. Their business gives them control 
of vast sums of money which belong to 
other people, But when Mr. Graham Towers, 
the able governor of the Bank of Canada 
and presently chairman of the National War 
Finance Committee, implied to a gathering 
here last Saturday that he had undergone a 
change of heart, or words to that effect, he 
revealed a mind which is alert to the needs 
and spirit of the times, Not that he elabo- 
rated dt length on the elastic he had im- 
parted to his personal and official outlook. 
It was not necessary; the whole tone of his 
carefully-phrased address, apart from the 
sound optimism with which he punctuated 
it, conveyed the impression that here was 4 
banker thoroughly familiar with the Cana- 
dian scene and the moods and aspirations 
of the Canadian people. 

Take, for example, Mr. Tower's reference 
to that phase of the war when this Dominion 
was faced with the necessity of greatly ex- 
panding the nation’s productive capacity, 
when , 
shortages of labor, of materials,” and when 
“many people thought it couldn't be done.” 
This was the clarion call to the resourceful- 
ness of the Canadian people, and they “took 
the apparently hard road, chose the more 
‘daring’ approach, and in so doing made it 
possible for us to play a part in the war 
immeasurably ‘more effectjye than anything 
we could have done if wé had been forced to 
struggle in the whirlpool of inflation.” But 
the public supported the policy of controls 
and self-denial, “otherwise it would have 
failed.” The wotd “daring” from a banker, 
however, is worth noting; and Mr. Towers 
revealed his breadth of vision when he took 
up his story from those earlier and perplex- 
ing days as follows: 

“Fear of losing the war provided & great 
stimulus. It helped to bring unity, determina- 
tion, willingness to shoulder burdens and to 
forget personal and selfish considerations. We 
must replace that fear stimulus by something 
better. We must replace it by the concept of s 
Canada which has the intestinal fortitude to finish 
this war on the home front just as unitedly and 


effectively as our men in the forces will finish 
it-in the front-line. For if we don't, what 
happens?” 

We know what will happen unless we go 
on and win the peace as effectively as we 
are confident the war will be won. And this 
is how Mr, Towers would have us consider 
the implications of the aftermath: 

“When peace comes, we need to have in our 
minds an Image of a postwar Canada which will 
be as ‘daring,’ as united, and as unquarrelsome 
as the fighting Canada of the war period. After 
the war is over, the present driving stimulus to 
maximum employment and production will be 
removed. If we are to maintain ‘full employ- 
ment in peacetime, we must substitute other 
Objectives for the current will to win the war.” 

In other words, this able banker visua- 
lizes a Canada pledged to “achieve a rising 
standard of living,” and able to contribute to

last spring by Mr. Mackenzie King has 
been bitterly assailed in some quarters, not 
on its intrinsic merits or its potentialities 
for integration into a broader scheme for 
universal travel, but because of its alleged 
discriminatory aspects in the national field. 
Our argument at the outset was that the

As already observed here, this was one 
of the important tasks to which Mr. Chur- 
chill recently assigned Lord.

| sue.” Leading the Canadian delegation to 
\that-all-embracing meeting, incidentally, was 
Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister of Munitions, 
with- High Commissioner Vincent Massey 
and Mr. H, J. Symington, head of the T.C.A., 
also in attendance. 

In line with the general concept, as pre- 
viously stated, Lord Beaverbrook has now 
jadvised the House of Lords that an “ex- 
| tehsive ahd complete” plan for postwar civil 
javiation is ready for’ presentation to an 
|international conference, This is the product 





| of the Empire air meeting—which must 
await the approval of the Dominion gov- 
ernments. Submission of such a proposal, 
the newspaper magnate informed the cham- 
| ber, also “must wait upon the United States 
}of America and particularly upon Russia.” 
| And it can be taken for granted that the 
| Parliament of Canada and the Congress at 
Washington—not to mention the men in the 
Kremlin—will subject the plan to a meticu- 
lous scrutiny. It could not be otherwise;

Canada’s effort in the war which Lord 
Beaverbrook published the other day in the 
}editorial columns of his London -Evening 
|Standard. Besides fighting at Hong Kong, 
lat Dieppe, at Kiska and in Italy, the 
Standard says that “for long, critical 
|months Canadians provided the steel core 
of this island's (Britain's) defence against 
invasion.” 

Meanwhile, the article points out, 
Canadians in their distant homeland pro- 
mote a war effort “that is a source of pride 
jand emulation to all Allied powers.” Also, 
| Canadians service and sustain the empire 
| air training scheme, harvest some of the 
| biggest food crops in the Dominion’s his- 
tory, and produce every 12 months three 
times the volume of munitions and war 
| weapons they produced during four years 
of the first great war. 

What are these Canadians? To what 
|mighty impulse do the Allies owe the sup- 
}port of a thrusting, vigorous people carry- 
|ing the sword of freedom to the ends of 
the earth, and the torch of enterprise to 
[the remotest corners of their own vast 
estate? The Standard answers by explain- 
ing that Canadians number just -11,500,000, 
half of British origin and nearly one-third 
jot French. origin...While-filial affinity..with 
{the motherland tends to decline, “a sense 
of kinship and spiritual allegiance to the 
British way of life was never more con- 
scious and alive.” Most significant in this 
connection, it sees the fact that of every 
100 Canadians, 83 were born in the Dominion, 

“Canada steps out,” says the Standard, 
“put not away from the British faith her

| djans, as well as people of the British Isles, 
to be reminded occasionally of these f--cts.

CASES FROM FILES 

ROM DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE files, 

Berge brought forth three examples of 
how private researeh might be perverted 
against the public interest. 

First was a disclosure that proposals had 
been considered to shorten the life of flash- 
light bulbs, so that the lamp would last only 
as long as the batteries. Previously, lamps 


had been made that were supposed to out- | 


last three batteries in normal service. Then 
an agreement was reached between certain 
lamp and battery manufacturers whereby 
the latter agreed to accept and‘offer for sale 
lamps. that would last only as long as the 
life of two batteries. 

But the lamp manufacturers weren't sat- 
isfied with this and so they kept pushing for 
the acceptance of the one battery-life lamp. 
“If this were done,” said the correspondence 
introduced by Berge,. “we estimate that it 
would result in increasing our flashlight 
business approximately 60 per cent.” 


A second instance cited by Berge con- | 


cerned efforts to maintain two price scales 
on a substance known ag methyl! metacry- 
late, a plastic used to make airplane wind- 
shields and also excellent for dental plates 
and dentures. The only difference was that 
the stuff sold for industrial uses brought 85 


cents a pound while that: used for dental | 


work brought $45 a pound. Dentists soon 
got wise to the fact that the 85-cent variety 
was just ag good as the $45 variety, so 
stopped buying at the higher price. 
POLLUTION PROPOSED 

‘0 BEAT this development and maintain 

a market at the higher price, one of the 
manufacturers of the material proposed that 


there be introduced into. the compound sold | 


industrially a substance which would not 
affect the gualities-as a plastic, but would 
make it unfit for dental work. 

A. third case of perverted research men- 
tioned by Berge concerned the development 
of a new color pigment in the tightly con- 
trolled dyestuffs industry. The material in 
question could be used satisfactorily in 
paints, also in dyes for textiles. The price 
as a paint was much lower, however, than 
the price level of pigments used in textile 
dyes, so immediately there arose the prob- 
lem of contaminating the material sold to 
paint makers so that it could not be used by 
the textile mills. 

Eight different proposals were made by 
a research organization, according to Berge, 
to bring about this differentiation. Among 
the suggestions was one to introduce ground 
glass into the pigment, which would not 
affect the paint but would ruin the rubber 
rollers of the textile mills. Another was to 
introduce resins and solvents which would 
again not spoil the paint but which, if used 
in textile prints worn as clothing, would 
irritate the skin and lead to dermatitis,

Sister Kenny 
Wrong, Tests Show 


CHICAGO — Sister’ Kenny’s 
views'of what happens to muscles 
and nerves of infantile paralysis 
patients, on which her famous 
and fairly widely used treatment 
is based, are wrong, it appears 
from a report in the Journal of 
the Amafitan Medical Associa- 
tion here. 

The report is by Dr. Joseph 
Moldaver of Columbia Univer-. 
sity ‘College of Physicians and 
Surgeons and the Neurological 
Institute of New York, It covers 
a study by Dr. Moldaver which 
was sponsored by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Par- 
alysis. This Foundation has also 
sponsored training courses in 
the Kenny method of treating in- 
fantile paralysis. 

Dr. Moldaver’s findings con- 
tradict completely the theory on 
which the Kenny treatmbtnt rests 
and support the century-old view 


*| ef infantile paralysis as a disease 


of nerve destruction -or damage, 
and subsequent muscle degener- 
ation due to injuries in the spinal 
cord. 

The method, developed by Miss 
Elizabeth Kenny, an Australian 


| Turse, is based on thé theory 


that the paralysis and crippling 
in infantile paralysis are due to: 
1, “muscle spasm”; 2, “mental 
alienation” which keeps the pa- 
tient from Using “his “muscles 
after the spasm is over; 3, “in- 
co-ordination,” resulting from the 
“mental alienation.” The idea 
that there is some true paralysis 
has only recently been accepted 
by those who follow Miss Kenny's 
teachings. The muscle “spasm” 
is considered the most damaging 
sympton and is said to lead to 
degeneration if not treated. 

To test these views, Dr. Mold- 
aver made electrical tests on 49 
infantile paralysis patients. These 
tests show whether and at what} 
rate muscles and nerves respond | 


determined whether nerves sup- 
plying given muscles have been 
destroyed. On some patients 
tests, similar to‘brain waves and 
electrocardiagrams, were also 
made of the electrical activity 
accompanying muscle contrac- | 
tions. 

As a result of his studies Dr. | 
Moldaver concludes: | 

1. “ ‘Muscle spasm’ is not ‘the} 
most damaging symptom’ and | 
does not lead to neuromuscular | 





Instead of being a single con- 
dition, this “muscle spasm,” Dr. 
Moldaver says, is a complex 
phenomenon. It results from a} 


reflex, irritation of the mem- 
branes covering certain nerve 
roots in the spinal cord, and in- 
crease of the normal tone of} 
healthy, strong muscles or 
muscles opposed to weak or par- | 
alyzed ones. 

2. The muscle “alienation” of 
the Kenny theory is not due to 
any mental condition or “physio- 
logic block,” but is a complete 
or partial loss of the muscle’s| 
power to contract due to damage | 
or destruction of cells in the} 
spinal cord which supply the} 
motor function of muscles. Some 
muscles said to be “alienated” had 





the wasting and disappearance 
of the muscles. | 

3. “‘Inco-ordination’ does not} 
consist in a misdirection of nerve | 


by the inability of partially or 
totally denervated muscles to re- 
spond to otherwise normal nerve 
impulses.” 

In other words, as scientists 
have held for more than 10 years, 
the inability of the infantile par- 
alysis patient to move certain 
muscles is due to the fact that 





the anterior horn cells of. the 
spinal cord have been destroyed 
by the disease and not, as Sister 
Kenny holds, because pain, the 
spasm it cause and consequent 
lack of practice in using affected 
muscles made the patient forget 
how to contract the muscles,

may be only a foot high when | 
the buds open into creamy or 
yellow-white blossoms. Inside of 
about 2@ hours the blossom color 
turns to pink. The pink color 
gives way to red, and then the 
petals fall. Often the flower 
changes take place in only three 
days. 

After the petals fall, a small 
green object known as a “boll” 


|-ig to be seen in the place of the 


flower, The boll adds to its size 
as the days and weeks go by. In- 
side it grow the seeds and the 
fibres known as cotton. 

In from one and a half to two 
months, the boll gets té be so 
large that it bursts. This is a 
sign that the cotton is about 


| ready for picking. 


It would be very fine if the 
growth of a cotton plant could 
be just a sweet story from the 
planting of the seeds to the pick- 
ing of the crop. As it is, there 
are villains in the story. Cotton 
has enemies, and they do great 
damage. 

Among the lesser enemies are 
field mice and rats. They do 
enough harm to be called “cotton 
mice” and “cotton rats,” but they | 


give far less worry than insects. | 


Worst of all the insect enemies 


is the “boll weevil,” a special kind | 


of beetle which lays its eggs in 
the flower buds or in the bolls. 
The eggs hatch and become 


grubs, which eat the inside of the | 


bolls. 

Boll weevils have destroyed 
cotton to the extent of millions of 
bales in a year. Steps taken 
against them have checked the 
damage to some degree, but the 
battle has not been finished to 
this date.
